No. Two 

W. “Now you agree that Pro 
duction is O. K. That is. that 
w e can produce a large propor 
tion of what we need, remem¬ 
bering that there Are some 
commodities that Canada can¬ 
not provide. Against this we 
have a surplus of a good many 
things, such as wheat and 
nickel, which we can exchange 
for imported commodities like 
rubber, tea or cotton. You are 
agreed n this?” 

J. “Yes. It should be obvious 
to anyone.” 

W. “At the other end of the 
systam is The consumer—the 
reason for all this production. 
Socially, the only object of 
prduction i*i consumption. Now 
consider the Canadian consum¬ 
er. Do you think he wants 
thiings like automobile*, wash 
ing machines, radios, pure food 
decent clothes, and so on That 
is, does he want to live on as 
high a level as hi 3 means al¬ 
low ?”

times higher. Anyway, what 
you say is an admission that 
there is a demand for these 
products.” 

What are 
you driving at?” 

W. “Well 1 admit my last 
few questions may have semed 
rather pointless but 1 wanted 
to distinguish the modern civil 
ized Canadian from such peo¬ 
ple as are content with what

4 — 

Variety testing is a main 
part ot the horticultural work 
at the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station and the results obtained 
over a period ol years should, it 
is believed, provide dependable 
guidance in selecting varieties 
ot vegetables and fruits for 
Southern Alberta. This week’s 
letter oilers a list of varieties 
ol* staple vegetables and liard- 
• ier .varieties of fruit* that have 
been tested here and which are 
recommended. i n valuating the 
varieties tested yield has been 
considered though main empha¬ 
sis has been given to quality, 
earliness and hardiness. Varie¬ 
ty test results obtained at Leth 
bridge may be safely applied to 
very nearly all ol Southern Al¬ 
berta. The main exception pos¬ 
sibly is in the foothill area and 
around Calgary, extending al- 
' most as far as Vulcan to the 
south and Gleichen to theeast, 
where on account of the higher 
altitudes temperatures during 
the growing season are some¬ 
what lower than in the lower 
areas of the prairies. Even in 
this area however the varities 
listed below are to be recom¬ 
mended with the exception of 
the late varieties of potatoes 
and corn. Only the earlier var¬ 
ieties of potatoes such as Irish 
Cobbler and eariler varieties of 
corn could be safely recommend 
ed as main crops in this area.
